She said this is basically due to 
the three percent. teacher’ pay 
raise already approved by state 
officials. 

The beginning balance *on 
Oct. | will be $2,015,102 with 
the end balance on Sept, 30 


being $2,047,815. 

Of the total $12,463,810. in

From Aug. 26 through Sept 8, 
Alabama law enforcement agen 
cies. will Conduct checkpoints, 
line patrols, road blocks and sat- 
uration patrols. to step. up 
enforcement as part of a Labor 
Day Click It.or Ticket seat belt

In 
fact, this is the fourth Click It or 
Ticket Campaign for the state in 
the past (wo. years. 

Past campaigns have proven 
successful in increasing 
Alabama’s seat belt usage rate, 
espécially. in the minority.com- 
munity, There remains, howev- 
er, a portion of the population 
that is sull not getting the mes- 
sage that seat belts save lives. 

“Although Alabama's current 
seat belt usage rate is 79 per- 
cent, there remains work 10 be 
done because over 20 percent of 
the population: still: refuses to 
buckle up,” said Colonel James 
Alexander, director of the 
Alabama Department of Public 
Safety. “This is. especially true 
for men ages 16'to 24: The seat 
belt usage rate for women in 
Alabama is 91 percent while the 
rate for men is only 68 percent, 
Therefore, this. campaign will 
place @ special emphasis on pel- 
ling the male population to 
buckle up,” 

Targeting specific audiences 
has proven successful in previ- 
ous Click It or Ticket cam- 
paigns. Because past research 
indicated: that minorities used 
seat belts at a significantly lower 
rate than whites, past campaigns 
emphasized minority outreach, 

“We plan to use the same out 
reach and education methods on 
young men that we used in the 
Latino communily,” — said 
Colonel Alexander. “Hopefully, 
by spreading the word that seat 
belts save lives to young men, 
we can increase the male seat 
belt usage rate in Alabama,” 

Prior to the Memorial Day 
Click It or Ticket campaign, 
Alabama's Latino seat belt 
Usage rate was 60 percent. Since 
then; the Latino seat belt usage 
rate has increased an astounding 
12 percentage points to 72. per- 
cent.

Please explain 1 Timothy 4:10. 
-T.M. Elba 
“For therefore we both labor and suffer reproach, because 
we trust in the living God, who is the Saviour of all men, 
4 specially of those that believe” (1 Timothy 4:10). In-order 
to understand this verse, one must look at it in its context. 
By reading | Timothy 4:1-10, we are told that there would 
be those who would depart from the faith (i.e. only one faith 
Ephesians 4:4), and preach error. When you get right down 
to the heart of the matter, anytime a preacher is, not preach; 
ing the truth he is telling a lie (1 Timothy 4:2). Paul tells 
Timothy, no matter there be those who will ‘not preach the 
truth, to. put the brethren in remembrance of the truth by 
refusing the lies of man’s traditions (1 Timothy 4:6-7). And, 
be prepared when you do preach the truth to suffer reproach 
from those who are telling lfes (1 Timothy 4:10)° A 
Christian must be prépared to suffer, for by teaching the 
truth, many will become upset, but happiness is found in 
suffering reproach for the name of Christ (1 Peter 4:14-16). 
Then we have Paul’s statement: **)..because we trust in.the 


living God, who is the Saviour of all men, specially of those 
that believe” (1 Timothy 4:10).” Does that mean:every man 


is saved? If it does then Paul should not have bothered 
Timothy about those who will tell lies, for every man is 
saved whether he tells a lie or believes a lie. But, Patil gave 
a qualifying statement saying: “Specially of those that 
believe” (1 Timothy 4:10). God is the only’one that can save 
mankind, and He has ‘provided mankind the opportunity to 
be saved (Titus 2:11). But, not all:men will be saved, for 
Jesus said: “Not-every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, 
shall enter the Kingdom of heaven: but he that doeth the will 
of my Father which is in heaven” (Matthew 7:21). There are 
many who say that they believe in Jesus, but only those that 
believe and obey will be saved.

The Alabama Department of * 42 


Public Health reports: that, two 
additional human, cases of West. 
reported ii in the state. A-46-year- 
old Tuscaloosa County man has 


‘been’ confirmed with the virus, 


and a 46-year-old Montgomery 
County female is listed as a 
probable case. Both patients are 
recovering. 

This brings the total number 
of human cases to five in 2002 
in four counties. There are now 
34 mosquito pools positive for 
West Nile virus in six counties, 
252 WNV-positive birds, and 
five WNV-positive horses from

none earlier than the. end of 
August. In 2001 Alabama expe- 
rienced two human cases of 
West Nile virus infection, one of 
which was fatal. 

The Department of Public 
Health will continue its efforts 
to inform the public about: the 
importance of personal protec- 
tion. measures individuals. ‘can 
take to reduce their risks of 
being bitten by infected mosqui- 
toes. In addition, the. départ: 
ment will distribute additional 
information to hospitals and 
clinics about this disease and the 
availability of tests for human 
cases. . 

WNV and other mosquito- 
borne’ viruses such as Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis are trans- 
mitted from bird to mosquito to 
bird. Occasionally, the same 
mosquitoes will take blood from 
mammals, including humiéns 
and horses. Mosquitoes pick up 
the virus by feeding on the blood 
The disease 
cannot be spread from person to 
person or‘from animals to peo- 
ple. 

Since mosquitoes are com- 
monly found throughout much 
of Alabama, health. officials 
offer these practical strategies 
for the mosquito season: 


PERSONAL PROTECTION; 
CLOTHING AND AROMAT- 
ICs 

* Wear loose fitting, light col- 
ored clothes to help prevent 
mosquitoes from reaching the 
skin and to retain less heat, mak- 
ing yourself less “attractive” to 
mosquitoes. Mosquitoes are 
more attracted to dark colors, 

* When possible, wear long 
sieves and long pants, 

* Avoid. perfumes, colognes, 
fragrant hair sprays, lotions and 
soaps, which attract mosquitoes.
